2> Claims 20 and 21 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 
20 lines 3, 6 and 9 "the step" should be replaced with -a step-, in line 14 "the 
peripheral" should be replaced with -a peripheral-, in line 19 "the moving" should be 
replaced with ~a moving- and "the velocity" should be replaced with -a velocity-; in 
claim 21 lines 3, 6 and 9 "the step" should be replaced with -a step--, and in line 13 "the 
peripheral" should be replaced with -a peripheral-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 20 and 21 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objections, set forth in this Office action.
